On the Increase 
Natural Conditions Very Favorable 
For Raising of 
| Cattle 
The dairy industry in Norway has 
been taking great strides during the 
past few years, So great has the 
development been that the govern- 
ment has decided to spend a consider- 
able sum of money for research in 
dairying. Already 2,000,000 Kroner 
(approximately 500,000) dollars has 
been granted, Furthermore, in order 
to obtain the most up-to-date inform- 
ation about the dairy industry, one of 
the foremost dairymen of Norway 
has been sent to the United States 
to make investigations, This man 1s 
Ludwig Funder, director of the Dairy 
Experiment Station, Christiana, Nor- 
way. Asa token of the valuable work 
'he has done for the dairy industry, he 
was presented with the King’s gold 
medal for agricultural reScarch, 
From the very carly days the pro- 
duction of milk and the manufacture 
of milk products have been very pro- 
minent in Norway, This is due to the 
natural conditions which are very 
favorable for the raising of cattle and 
for grain Production, The country is 
mountainous, but the hills afford ex- 
cellent pasture during the summer, 
Each farmer has his “saeter” in the 
hills, The milking is performed by 
girls who live here all the summer, 
The milk is then brought down to the 
house in the valley, and is then trans- 
ported to the creamery, ‘There are 
at present 41,000 saeters in the coun- 
try. During the cold winter the cat- 
tle are housed in the valleys,“ 
There are 50,000 dairy cows, and 
most of the milk produced is sold to 
creamerics or milk condenscrics, there 
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and located on his homestead in Cay- 
ley, in the southern part of the prov- 
ince, the same year. 

He is now the owner of cight hun- 
dred acres of land in ua block, and 
jis interested, besides, in six and a 
half sections of land—4,160. On his 
farm he has produced as much as 139 
bushels of oats to the acre, and 66 
bushels of wheat to the acre, The 
quality may be judged 
from the fact that for five years he 
won the premicr honors for this crop 
at the Alberta Provincial Seed Fair. 
He has also been a regular exhibitor 
and prize winner at the International 
Soil Products Exposition and other 
exhibitions held in the United States. 

It has been Mr, Lucas’ ambition to 
become a good farmer, and he has 
spared no efforts to learn all he 
could about his professé He spent 
he winters of 19 
as part of his agi Str. 
Here he visited. some of the best 
farms in the State, asked lots of 
questions, saw a good deal and came 
away with as much knowledge as he 
could gather, He considers these two 
winters spent in Iowa among the 
best investments he ever made, He 
learned much about horses, cattle 
and hogs, and also how good farmers 
select the cars of corn, how in this 
way they increase the yield, produc- 
ing cars“true to type and uniform in 
size. He figured that if corn could 
be so much improved by _ selection 
the same thing could be done with 
the heads of wheat, oats, barley and 
hills of potatocs. He came back to 
Alberta and began to use this know- 
ledge. Not only has he increased the

The creameries reccive milk only, and 
the majority of them are co-opera- 
itively owned by the farmers. 


Alberta “Cow” Census 


Dairy Products of the Province Have 
Grown Enormously 

Alberta has just taken a “cow” 
census which shows that the bovine 
population of that province has  in- 
creased from 46,010 cows on farms 
in 1901 to 328,702 in 1918, these being 
[valued at over $30,000,000, As a 
natural result the dairy products of

yield of these crops, but has improved 
the quality and type as well, Instead 
of fields of oats, barley and other 
crops with heads of all sizes he has 
now fields of these grains with heads 
nearly all alike, By hand selection 
of potatoes, saving only the prolific 
hills true to type, he has been able 
to produce as high as 37 marketable 
potatoes from one hill, and from one 
potatoe planted a yield of 73 pounds 
of potatoes, This is a record difficult 
to beat anywhere. 

These are some of the things a city 
boy has be¢n able to do on a farm. 
Not only has he become the owner of 
a large area of land, but on this land 
he is producing crops of the highest 
quality and a maximum = quantity. 
Practically the whole of the crop 
grown by him he sells as seed at a 


He is also a great belicver in live- 
stock, A man who has studied farm- 
ing as he has done naturally would 
be. Cattle, hogs and horses are rais- 
ed on his farm, and the same pains- 
taking care in the sclection of types 
and breeding is paid to livestock as 
he pays to the selection of grain, with 
results equally as satisfactory. 

The success of John W. Lucas 
should be inspiring 
boy. “Any boy can do what I have 
done in this country,” he says, “All 
it needs is persistence.” To this may 
be added paticnce and a desire to 
excel, qualities possessed by most suc- 
cessful men, whether in city or coun- 
try.

Paying the Price of War 


Losses Must Be Made Up By the 
Productive Power of the 
World 

According to estimates made by the 
Carnegie Foundation for Permanent 
Peace, the war cost $337,000,000,000. 
Ten million men were put out of pro- 
duction permanently by death at an 
estimated loss of 33% billion dollars; 
non-production Josses from 20,000,000 
men engaged in war is reckoned at 
45 billion dollars; loss from sinkings 
at sea is statcd to be just short of 
seven billion; direct cost of the war 
is placed at 186 billion, and in direct 


cost at 151 billions, 


These losses must be made up by 
the productive power of the world, If 
prices are to return to a lower Icvel 
they must be made up quickly, In 
normal times there was a large accu- 
mulation of goods, raw and manu- 
factured, on hand, The reserves have 
gone in the last five years. It takes 
the full-time labor of every man to 
Keep the world comfortably going. 
Now, owing to the war, in addition 
to current demands on production, 
there is also the problem of replenish- 
ing reserves, 

The need for greater production 
than ever before is obvious but in- 
stead of putting forth redoubled ef- 
forts production is being reduced by 
large wage increases which reduce in- 
dividual output, thus adding to the 
cost of living, 

The British Government recently 
issued a parliamentary paper which 
said that the world’s production of 
staples was not so much below the 
average but that countrics with short- 
ages were bidding the prices up on 
countries which had surpluses. It is 
apparent that in countries such as 
Canada the general scale of commod- 
ity prices is set by outsidé markets 
and until Europe gets rid of the tre-

products increased from something 
over $7,000,000 in 1910 to over $31,-

Roeckling has undoubtedly delayed. 
French reconstruction in these dis- 
‘tricts to a very considerable extent. 
So far as picking up again industrially 
after the war, Germany was well 
ahead of France, Germany only 
needed raw material for her factories, 
which were intact and in running or- 
der; but as well as raw material 
France needed the manutacturing ma- 
chinery and the factories, too; they 
had all vanished in the northeastern 
districts during the war; the Ger- 
mans had seen to that, and Herr 
Rocckling was keeping up the good 
work for the Fatherland as late-as the 
month in which the Fatherland bit the 
dust, . 

It is no wonder the French do not 
love the Germans; it is no wonder 
they pressed for a stiff peace. Forbid- 
ding Roeckling the country and tak- 
ing money from him will not bring 
back the time and opportunities lost 
to France by the ruin he produced, 
will not crase the bitter feelings left 
by such brutality on the hearts of the 
French'people, These are the things 
a people cannot forget; they are am- 
ong the many wrongs inflicted upon 
France for which the Germans can 
reparation, — 


Bustle Along River Jordan 


British Energy Extending Moderniz- 
ation That Began When Jeru- 
salem Was Taken 

There is unaccustomed activity 
along the River Jordan. Experts 
from the technical department of the 
government at Cairo are prospecting 
for coal, oil, and minerals; engincers 
are making the surveys that forerun 
the reclamation of waste land by ir- 
rigation; and British energy is ex- 
tending in this historic but long-aban- 


doned region the modernization that| 


began when Jerusalem was taken and 
the inhabitants as well as the army of 
occupation immediately supplied with 
a twentieth century water system that 
restored and made useful the ancient 
reservoirs south of Bethlehem, The 
Jordan valley, as the signs now point, 
will become a very different place, 
The river, the most important in Pal- 
estine, before the war was regarded as 
the Sultan’s property. No vessel could 
sail it without his permission, nor 
could any bridge be built over it, and 
the permission had been withheld 
from tourist companies wishing to es- 
tablish steamboat service, Much of 
the immediate country was waste 
land, and still is for that matter, cx- 
cept that now the British engineers 
have looked at it and said that a sys- 
tem of irrigation canals could use the 
river and make some 250,000 acres of 
alluvial soil available for the agricul- 
ture of a semi-tropical climate. At 
the same time the examination of the 
Dead Sea basin predicts that here Pal- 
estine has a source of natural wealth 
comparable to the Klondike, Coal, 
oil, bitumen and sulphur undoubtedly 
wait for development; copper was 
mined there when Bysantium stood 
on part of the site of Constantinople; 
marble, pophyry, and other valuable 
kinds of stone add to the natural 
wealth, to say nothing of salt and 
phosphates, 


Chinese Thrifty People. 

The manager of a Chicago savings 
bank made an examination of his ac- 
counts on racial lines and had the 
surprise of his life. He discovered that 
about the most desirable customers 
the bank had and the most profitable 
were the Chinese, Their average bal- 
ance was far above the average of all 
accounts, In fact, the Chinese came 
pretty near to having the largest de- 
posits of any patrons of the institu- 
tion. Moreover, they were the casicst 
of all to please, made the least com- 
plaint and never in the history of the 
bank had there been a legal difficulty 
over a Chinaman’s account,

Recent Mineral Discoveries 


Valuable Minerals Reported From 
Various Districts of the 
Dominion 


How small is the inroad made on 
the mineral deposits of Canada can 
be gauged from the recurring dis- 
coveries of valuable mincrals report- 
ed from the various districts of the 
Dominion cven those that are con- 
sidered in the light of present knows 
ledge to be unlikely. Developments 
are now procceding along several 
new lines as the result of recent ex- 
ploration, Among them is the op- 
ening up of the immense deposits 
of astricanit located in Muskiki 
Lake, near Kaskakee Springs, in 
Saskatchewan, To the trade this 
commodity is known as crude Glau- 
ber’s salt or salt sulphate, and 
latest surveys indicate that there are 
deposits to the extent of 9,000,000 
tons. The crude material is at pre- 
sent being shipped to Kitchener, On- 
tario, The by-product will includs 
Glauber’s salt, which is uscd exten- 
sively in paper making: Epsom salts, 
bromide, common salt, and magnesia, 
which articles were largely import- 
ed in pre-war days from Germany 
and the United States. 

British Columbia has been able ta 
offer a new industry in that of min- 
ing Epsom salts. The discovery of 
large deposits of these salts was 
made a few years ago in British 
Columbia, but it is only now that 
they are being marketed to any ex- 
tent in Canada, The deposits are lo- 
cated in a chain of fine lakes near 
Basque. The lakes are of the basin 
variety and are in the dry belt, 
where the combined rain and snow- 
fall docs not exceed five inches an- 
nually, The deposits are covered 
with water from six inches to one 
foot from the last of March until 
June or July. The hot, dry summer 
winds cvaporate the water very rap- 
idly, and during most of the year 
the magnesium sulphate may be 
easily removed, 

Development of an asbestos depo- 
sit near Port Daniel, which is about 
sixty miles west of Gaspe, Quebec, 
is being financed by a company in 
Montreal, The material is low grade, 
but with some 2,600,000 tons is in 
sight. The maximum quality of the 
asbestos is stated to be No, 2 crude 


Money In Pears 


The Cordon Variety Is Particularly 
Adapted to Intensive Culture 

The Cordon pear, a variety used in 
intensive culture, has been tried suce 
cessfully in the Keremeos Valley of * 
British Columbia during the past five 
seasons, five acres having been plant- 
ed on the C. H. Armstrong farm, 
The Cordon. is particularly adapted 
for intensive culture, as the trees are 
but six fect high and the branches 
remarkably short, the fruit growing 
almost on the trunk. 

From one acre last year Mr. Arm- 
strong picked 320 boxes, and he is 
enthusiastic enough to believe that 
when his trees are producing to ca- 
pacity he can get 1,000 boxes of pears 
from an acre, Mr. Armstrong is so 
well satisfied with the first showing 
that he proposes planting an addi- 
tional 20 acres in Cordons.—V.W.1.

Tons of Steel are Harder 
to Stop Than Any 
Motor Car Made 


Careless and thoughtless driving of 
motor cars have cost the lives of many 
people and millions of dollars damage 
since the auto came into genoral use 
in the United States and Canaca, The 
railroads of both countries have been 
forced to pay out large sums of money 
in damages. f 

It should be remembered by all driv- 
ers of motor cars that a train has to 
Tun on tracks and that a motor car 
has a certain amount of freedom in 
this regard, It should be remembered 
shat a motor car can be stopped within 
a few feet while it often takes far more 
than one hundred yards for a train 
to stop. Always look before crossing 
a railroad and be sure to approach 
the crossing at a speech such that 
allows yeu perfect control of your 
machine, 

The growing list of fatalities from 
motor cars is alarming. In the United 
States it has reached such a stage that 
the public is crying out against it and 
in some cities eome novel plans of 
Punishment have been put in force. 
In Chicago speeders are sentenced to 
make a slow trip through the morgue 
unler the guidance of a deputy cor 
oner, In Youngstown, Ohio, speeders 
are sentenced to hold watch beside the 
dead body of their victim or at the 
hospital bedside of the injured victim. 
New York city makes the speeders go 
through practically the same proced- 
ure on arrest that they would the most 
daring criminal. Photo graphs and 
finger prints are taken and a “rogues” 
gallery is maintained, 


Grand Jury Report 

St. Louls gives a splendid example 
of how serious the public are consider- 
ing this question. In that city a grand 
jury was in session for four months and 
two-thirds of a lengthy report sub- 
mitted dealt with recommendations for 
the safety of the eitizens of the city, 

Undoubtedly much of these facts 
bear on accidents on streets of the 
different cities, nevertheless, it shows 
how public opinion is shaping in the 
United States In regard to careless 
drivers, There is no reason in the 
world why a driver of a motor car can- 
not proceed along a city street or a 
country road with full control of his 
machine, Automobiles are built for 
business and pleasure and not for the 
purpose of killing people, but they are 
not fool proof and probably never will 
be. 


The “Chicago Tribune” printed an 
editorial recently as follows: “In em- 
phasizing the great number of deaths 
and injuries caused by motor car acci- 
dent ‘The Tribune’ is trying to bring 
heme to the average motorist that a 
great majority of mishaps are the re- 
sult of carelessness, 


Pedestrians Careless 

‘It is an apherism that an automo- 
bilist must not only watch himself but 
the other fellow as well. Drivers often 
are victims of the carelessness of 
Others, And this is just as true of 
pedestrians as motorists, 

“Too many pedestrians fail to ob- 
serve the simple precaution of ‘stop, 
look and lieten,’ Too many pedestrians 
insist upon personal privilege to the 
point of disastrous collision with an 
automobile. A motorist may plainly 
be beyond his rights by speeding, by 
thrusting his car over a crogsing, or by 
driving on the wrong side of the read. 
The fact that a motorist is guilty of 
gross law violation hardly compensates 
the pedestrian who persists in martyr- 
dom to establish the legality of his 
position and the lawlessness of motor- 
iste, . 


“A pedestrian, haughtily conscious 


slippery and though there is not the 
slightest assurance that the approach- 
ing motor, tons of steel, will not resist 
the brakes and skid down upon him. 
There is no question here of the pedes- 
trian’s rights; the motoriet clearly may 
be at fault, but what principle has been 
reinforced after the pedestrian has 
been killed or injured?” 


At Rallway Crossings 

Investigations have clearly shown 
that often motorists will not take 
proper precautions at ratiway cross- 
ings appearing to act in practically the 
same manner as the pedestrian in the 
above quotation. They seem to forget 
that the train, thousands of tons of 
steel and wood, has perhaps gathered a 
momentum since its last stop that 
would either send the train tumbling 
into the ditch, killing many passengers 
and doing thousands of dollars of dam- 
age by the sudden application of 
brakes, or that it might skid far enough 
to mean the death of all those in the 
motor gar and the destruction of the 
car. 


A swiftly moving train cannot stop 
as quickly as a motor car and a pas- 
Senger train carries a heavier load of 
human freight than many motor cars 
can do, Motorists should constantly 
remember this, They should slow 
down and look for approaching trains, 
A few minutes at a railway crossing 
may save your life. It may save thé 
lives of many passengers. 

An engineer will probably be made 
unfit when he hits your motor car, 
Statistics prove that many engineers 
become physically unfit for their pos!- 
tions through just such accidents, It 
takes away their nerves, 


U.S.A. Statistics 


According to ual report of 
the National H ‘otective So- 
clety, dated Janunry 1, 1918, there were 


455 persons killed by automobiles on 
the national highways of New York 
state, including New York city, in 1912, 
and 837 persons killed by automobiles 
On the these highways in 1917—an in- 
crease cf approximately 100 per cent, 
in five years, The society's report 
furnishes proof, besides railroad ex- 
perience and records, that this railroad 
grade crossing slaughter was due to 
recklessness and the assisting com- 
panions, who almost invariably accom- 
Dany drivers, and that these are the 
factors to be dealt with vigorously and 
rigorously if there is to be a cessation 
of street and railroad grade crossing 
accidents. 

The alarming increase in the number 
of accidents to motors at highway 
crossings with the attending shattering 
of the nerves of enginemen and their 
incapacitation for the very responsible 
duties of their positions caused the 
INinois Central Railroad Company 
some time ago to have observations 
made at certain highway crossings on 
their system for the purpose of noting 
the conduct of persons about to cross 
their track. It was seen that seventy- 
five per cent. of the people neither 
stopped, looked or listened for ap- 
proaching trains but crossed the rail- 
way without apparently the slightest 
thought for the safety of either them- 
selves or anyone else, 


The Alligator Hunt 


The alligator, once sole monarch of 
the creeks and lagoons throughout the 
charming Everglades of Florida, no 
longer occupies that proud position. 
Hunters and sportsmen invading the 
ganctuary of the huge reptiles, armed 
with high powered rifles, have taken 
such heavy toll, that in order to pre- 
vent extermination the creatures are 
now raised on farms. Their sluggish 
habits rendered them an easy mark for 
the gunner, and it was inevitable that 
under such conditions the practically 
defenceless reptile shoudl succumb. 
The tale would have been very dilfer- 
ent, however, had the battle been 
waged in the manner shown in the 
current Ford Educational Monthly, 
Here the hunter, quite unarmed, 
plunges into the water after his quarry 
and with bar hands tackles the “gator” 
in his native element, carrying the

It is the practice 
of many farmers to leave the planting

perhaps, some parts of the Maritime 
Provinces, this late planting means a 
much smaller yield than there would 
be if the planting were done before the 
middle or by the middle of May. By 
the end of May or beginning of June 
the seed potatoes have sprouted so 
much that when these are broken off 
a planting time the new shoots will 
not come on with the same vigor as 
it ey did early in the season. Further- 
wore, it is important for the potato to 
reasonable and|g:t a ‘good root system before the hot 
 tather sets in. 
It is of the greatest importance to 
ue good seed, ‘Two lots of seed of 
e game variety which look very much 
al Re may give a difference of three 
hundred or more bushels per acre in 
the crop, as has been shown in experi- 
ments at the Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa. In 1919, for instance, one lot 
of Irish Cobbler yielded at the rate of 
378 bushels per acre and another 37

Fighting on Both Sides 


Soldier Fought So Well, Both Sides 
Decorated Him. 


Many a soldier during the war 
fought on both sides, for the case 
was common that men of the smaller 
nationalities under Austrian dominion 
were compelled to enter the Austrian 
army, fought for the Central Powers, 
were taken prisoners, and then en- 
listed with the Allies and fought with 
real enthusiasm against NGermany. 
But the case must be rare when a 
soldier fought so well for both sides 
that both sides decorated him, and the 
contributor who tells in the Red Cross 
Magazine the story of Jaafar, the 
Arab, very likely contributes a unique 
instance, Jaafar in the early period of 
the war commanded a division against 
the British at Gallipoli, and so well 
did he fight that the Germans decor- 
ated him with the Iron Cross, and 
sent him to an important command in 
Egypt. There the British captured 
him, and Jaafar, Iron Cross and all, 
found himself prisoner of war at 
Cairo, Meantime Emir Feisal joined 
the Allies, and Jaafar begged the 
British authorities to let him out of 
confinement and into Emir Feisal's 
army. The permission was granted, 
and Jaafar proved himself no half- 
hearted recruit. Again the time came 
when he had won decoration: and 
this time the British decorated him 
with the Cross of St, Michael and St. 
George. “I’ve thrown my Iron Cross 
away,” said Jaafar, when he accepted 
the British decoration, 

“You love my daughter?” asked the 
old man, 

“Love her,” he exclaimed, “Why I 
would die for her! For one soft glance 
from those swect eyes, I would hurl 
myself from yonder cliff and die ~— 
a bruised mass upon the rocks below.”

Wealth in the Dump Pile 


Waste Material Sent to City Dump 
Piles Is Worth $2 a Ton. 

The average city sends to the dump 
13 tons of usable material for every 
1,000 inhabitants. Waste matcrial sent 
to city dump piles is worth $2 a ton. 
Thus for every thousand of city popu- 
lation there is an average of $26 eacn 
year in junk alone, Of this waste 60 
per cent, is old paper. Eight trees of 
mature growth are required to make 
I ton of pulp. A ton of waste paper 


came into being before the League of 
Nations that is now so much in the 
thought of the world was under con- 
sideration, One looks back to 1874 for 
the organization of this league, which 
took the name of Universal Postal 
Union, and grew until its territory 
came to include practically the whole 
world cxcept some comparatively 
small parts of Asia and Africa, The 
purpose of the Universal VPostal 
Union was to create a single postal 
territory for the exchange of cor- 
respondence between the countrics 
that became members of the league, 
and its organization faced many prac- 
tical difficulties in conflicting postal 
charges and methods that had to be 
modified before the union could hope 
to operate smoothly and efficiently. 
In all nations inyolyed, it would 
doubtless be safe to say that few 
citizens knew much or thought much 
about this most extensive world or- 
ganization and yet comparatively few 
did not sooner or later directly bene- 
fit by its existence. Between meetings 
of the union, its affairs are conducted 
by the International Bureau, which 
collects, publishes and distributes in- 
ternational postal service information; 
gives opinion on questions that may 
arise between the members; and 
labors in general for the improvement 
of the service, The bureau during the 
war handled the affairs of the union 
at Berne, and that city is the natural 
Place for the next meeting of the 
union, at which will be considered 
many problems brought about by the 
war with its aftermath of new States, 
new mail routes, and a new method of 
mail transportation in the use of the

this material, Dump rags can be used 
in making roofing felt. To destroy 
them is to increase building costs. 
Clean rags are more valuable, as they 
can be used in making paper, wiping 
rags and other items. Two per cent. 
of city waste is composed of tin cans. 
Based upon the approximation of the 
present population of our urban 
centres, about 15,000 tons of tin cans 
are discarded as industrially unfit.

Brome grass, a little alfalfa and wheat 
mixed and rape, J have tried barley 
but find it kills out much easier than 
oats and wheat. The brome grass is 
good in the spring and early fall, The 
rape is usually sown in April, and 


along with the grain pasture furnishes | 


good sunmer feed, The hog proposi- 
tion is a simple one. They get oats 
and barley chop with more barley 
than oats towards fattening time, and 
they run in the hog pasture, having 
access to whichever pasture they pre- 
fer, there being no cross fences, The 
housing is simple and cheap, but has 
proven better than any elaborate hog 
house I could put up. It consists of 
eight posts put in the ground to form 
a rectangle eight by eight feet with a 
frame arranged over the top and straw 
threshed over the entire frame work. 
A pig run three feet wide extends 
out a considerable distance from this 
pen, over which-straw is also placed, 
This shelter will winter from thirty to 
sixty hogs.
